Mr®  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  tlie  Annual  Report  for  the  ye,  r 
1965,  which  is  compiled  on  similar  lines  to  last  year  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Healths  I  am  grateful  to  Mr 0  Harding, 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  report  which  is  included,  and  I 
am  also  indebted  to  Dr®  Ly cat t ,  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  supplying 
details  of  immunisation  procedures  carried  out® 

The  Rural  District  with  the  parish  of  Pewsey  situated  close  to 
its  centre,  at  a  distance  of  seven  miles  south  of  Marlborough,  is  very 
largely  concerned  with  agriculture  and  agricultural  pursuits ®  However ® 
it  also  contains  large  Ministry  of  Defence  establishments  wherein  a  con¬ 
siderable  number  of  civilian  residents  find  their  employment  o  The 
district  is  traversed  for  a  great  deal  of  its  extent  by  the  river  Avon 
and  its  twin  sources?  together  with  its  tributary  the  river  Bourne ®  The 
countryside  is  extremely  attractive,  many  of  the  parishes  present  a  very 
pleasant  old  world  character,  and  has  a  considerable  attraction  for 
visitors o  At  the  present  time  it  enjoys  good  rail  communication  with 
London® 


During  the  year  the  general  health  of  the  district  has  given  no 
cause  for  anxiety ®  This  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  is  borne  out  by  a 
scrutiny  of  the  vital  statistics  based  on  figures  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General ®  Deaths  are  only  fractionally  up,  but  the  slightly 
higher  adjusted  rate  resulting  is  still  below  the  national  average®  The 
number  or  births  is  reduced  by  49?  but  again  the  birth  rate  remains  higher 
than  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole®  The  natural  increase  -  the  excess 
of  births  over  deaths  -  is  299 °  The  estimated  increase  is  however,  880, 
a  change  from  last  year,  when  there  was  a  loss®  This  is  almost  certainly 
arrived  at  by  consideration  of  the  new  development  currently  taking  place 
in  North  Tidworth®  Infant  mortality  based  on  five  infant  deaths  - 
although  two  further  deaths  of  young  children,  both  from  broncho  pneumonia 
occurred  between  the  age  of  one  year  and  15  months  -  is  possibly  the 
lowest  rate  ever  recorded,  almost  half  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole, 
which  it  has  been  lower  than  for  the  past  four  years®  Our  congratulations 
are  due  to  ail  those  concerned  with  maternity  services  locally,  for  this 
very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs® 

Of  the  deaths  which  have  occurred,  those  from  cancer  have 
increased  sharply®  Although  the  precise  cause  of  cancer  still  remains 
to  be  discovered,  a  great  deal  can  be  done  for  this  disease,  and  a  cure  is 
a  common  result  when  the  diagnosis  is  made  early®  Cancer  of  the  breast 
is  one  of  the  forma  of  cancer  where  early  diagnosis  is  always  possible, 
with  an  excellent  prospect  of  complete  cure,  if  the  family  doctor  is 
consulted  promptly®  The  same  holds  true  for  cervical  cancer,  which  can 
be  diagnosed  in  a  precancerous  stage,  and  I  am  very  glad  that  the  County 
Health  Department  are  now  holding  regular  diagnostic  clinics  at  Marlborough 
for  all  women  over  25  years®  In  the  case  of  cancer  of  the  lung,  from 
hi  eh  there  were  again  eight  deaths,  with  two  of  these  in  women,  early 
diagnosis,  due  to  its  insidious  onset,  is  unusual,  so  that  prevention  is 
the  best  safeguard®  In  practice  this  means  the  avoidance  of  cigarette 
smoking,  since  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  this  is  the  only  important  pre- 


disposing  factor o  The  extent  of  the  risk,  of  lung  cancer  has  been 
calculated  as  one  in  eight  in  the  case  of  heavy  cigarette  smokers 9  as 
against  \  in  jOO  in  rum-smokers©  This  risk  is  estimated  to  he  halved 
when  the  smoker  gives  this  harmful  habit  up0  Cancer  of  the  lung  is 
not  the  only ,  arid  perhaps  not  the  most  important  hazard  which  the 
cigarette  smoker  incurs?  coronary  heart  disease  is  much  more  common  in 
iho  younger  middle  aged  cigarette  smoker,  and  chronic  bronchitis  which 
cripples  for  years  before  it  kills,  is  very  severely  aggravated  by 
cigarette  smoke©  I  feel  that  too  little  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  estimate  given  for  expectation  of  iife  in  the  Report  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  on  Smoking  and  Health,  19^2  where  it  was  stated 
“The  chance  of  dying  in  the  next  ten  years  for  a  man  aged  35  who  is  a 
heavy  cigarette  smoker  is  i  in  23?  whereas  the  risk  for  a  non-smoker  is 
only  i  in  90 «n  It  seems  odd  to  me  that  people  are  prepared  to  pay 
hard  earned  money  to  maintain  a  habit  which  carries  the  certainty  that 
for  many  permanent  injury  to  health  or  premature  death  will  result© 

Apart  from  personal  unhappiness  and  suffering,-,  there  is  the  economic 
side  of  the  picture ,  which  deprives  the  nation  of  a  great  deal  of  man 
hours,  while  a  considerable  proportion  of  fire  damage  is  caused  by  the 
careless  habits  of  cigarette  smokers© 

Road  accidents  accounted  for  five  deaths,  and  there  were  four 
other  accidental  deaths,;  one  of  which  was  duo  to  clothing  set  alight  by 
the  act  of  a  careless  smoker© 

Housing  conditions  are  reasonably  good,  and  although  the 
waiting  list  for  Council  accommodation  is  still  large,  the  really  urgent 
list  shows  some  reduction©  I  am  very  happy  indeed  with  the  manner  in 
which  Council  houses  are  let ?  which  is  under  the  administrative  control 
of  the  Public  Health  Department©  Every  housing  applicant  is  visited  by 
an  officer  of  the  Department  ana  the  Council  do  their  utmost  to  consider 
and  give  due  weight  to  housing  needs  in  every  case©  I  am  very  glad  to 
know  that  the  Council  appreciate  the  serious  need  for  housing  where 
children  are  concerned  where  the  home  is  a  residential  caravan© 

Caravans  cannot,  and  do  not.*  provide  a  suitable  environment  in  which  to 
bring  up  a  family 8  for  although  overcrowding  cannot  be  assessed  statutorily 
the  lack  of  space  is  a  drawback  for  which  there  is  simply  no  answer©  I 
am  also  very  appreciative  that  cases  of  housing  need  on  medical  grounds, 
which  are  never  put  forward  by  me  without  very  serious  consideration, 
have  always  been  given  the  priority  which  they  have  deserved  and  which 
was  possible  in  the  light  of  accommodation  available© 

Slum  clearance  is  virtually  at  an  end,  although  the  individual 
unfit  house  must  inevitably  continue  to  crop  up©  Tour  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  has  commented  on  the  number  of  properties  improved  by 
grant  procedure©  In  addition  of  course,  in  recent  years  in  many 
instances,  cottage  property  has  been  acquired  and  modernised  at  consider¬ 
able,  and  at  what  would  in  the  past,  have  been  considered  unreasonable 
expense  without  a  grant© 

Problem  families  are  few,  but  absorb  a  great  deal  of  time  ana 
energy,  out  of  proportion  to  their  number©  There  is  no  .doubt  that  the 
Co-ordinating  Committee  is  an  extremely  valuable  piece  of  administrative 
machinary ,  without  which  attempts  to  rehabilitate  these  families  would  be 
even  more  dirficult © 

The  Council  accepted  representations  during  the  year  to  strer  gthen 
the  clerical  side  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  this  1  hope  will 
allow  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  spend  more  time  on  the  supervision 
of  food  hygiene  ©  This  is  a  matter  which  requires  continuous  regular 
attention,  if  the  standard  is  to  be  raised  and  maintained©  Education 
on  this  matter  of  food  hygiene  is  all  important  and  best  done  on  the  spot 
when  individual  problems  can  be  discussed  with  the  management  concerned© 

Ho  matter  how  good  the  premises  are,  slovenly  food  handling  habits,  and 
*bove  all,  carelessness  with  regard  to  hand  washing  can  have  serious  results© 
With  regard  to  hand  washing,  I  deplore  the  communal  towel,  and  recommend 
that  it  be  replaced  by  the  disposable  paper  article  which  is  the  cheapest 
acceptable  method  having  regard  to  hygienic  considerations©

Apart  from  measles  the  incidence  of  notifiable  disease  was  very 
low®  Only  five  cases  of  dysentery  occurred,  and  all  were  followed  up 
with  diligence  ana  there  was  no  significant  spread® 

Returns  for  vaccination  against  diphtheria ,  tetanus  and  whooping 
cough  are  reasonably  satisfactory ,  but  those  for  vaccination  against  polio¬ 
myelitis  in  children  'tinder  the  age  of  five  are  rather  less  good®  There  must 
be  no  falling  off  in  this  matter  if  the  present  freedom  from  poliomyelitis 
is  to  be  guaranteed® 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department 
in  a  very  satisfactory  manner®  A  weekly  service  is  operated  throughout 
the  district®  A  future  innovation  may  include  the  introduction  of  a 
pilot  small  scale  scheme  involving  the  paper  sack  method®  Although  more 
expensive >  the  paper  sack  has  a  great  deal  to  commend  it  on  hygienic  grounds. 
In  addition,  it  is  of  course  a  lighter  more  plaasarit  and  safer  method  of 
doing  the  job  for  the  refuse  collection  staff® 

Most  of  the  district  is  now  provided  with  main  drainage,  and  this 
matter  is  referred  to  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report  in  more 

detail o 


The  water  supply  has  not  yet  passed  to  the  foreshadowed  South  Wilts 
Water  Board,  ana  is  now  expected  to  do  so  in  >967 <>  Again  I  express  the 
hope  that  the  Board  will  appoint  a  suitably  qualified  adviser  as  consultant 
on  public  health  matters,  and  the  difficulties  which  we  have  had  with  the 
Collingboume  water  supply  during  the  year,  I  feel,  should  lend  some  weight 
to  this  recommendation ®  This  water  from  a  poor  quality  source  i»  liable 
to  gross  pollution®  Chlorination  of  the  supply  was  only  partially  effective 
due  to  the  intermittent  nature  and  character  of  the  pollution,  and  to  the 
shortness  of  the  contact  period  before  the  water  was  piped  into  the  distri¬ 
bution  system®  Plans  were  under  consideration  for  all  the  water  to  be 
passed,  after  chlorination,  into  a  service  reservoir  and  thus  provide  for 
both  mixing  and  adequate  contact  period ,  when  silage  effluent  gained  access 
to  the  bore®  The  resulting  taint  which  persisted  for  many  months  necessi¬ 
tated  the  supply  being  taken  out  of  service®  Alterations  have  now  been 
made  on  the  lines  proposed®  The  supply  has  not  been  reintroduced,  but  kept 
in  reserve®  In  general,  I  am  not  very  happy  with  the  practice  which  seems 
fairly  common  of  allowing  chlorinated  water  from  a  bore  to  gain  access  to 
the  distribution  system  after  a  very  short  contact  period,  after  chlorination® 


I  cannot  close  this  report  without  referring  to  the  interest  of  the 
Council  in  the  welfare  of  the  elderly  in  general,  and  it  is  with  great 
pleasure  that  I  can  report  that  a  Meals  on  wheels  Service  is  operating  in  the 
Pewsey  area,  for  which  the  demand  has  proved  to  be  rather  greater  than  I  had 
anticipated®  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  County  Welfare  Department,  the 
W.V.S®  and  all  those  who  are  giving  so  much  of  their  time  on  a  voluntary 
basis  to  ensure  that  this  venture  is  successful®  I  hope  that  before  long 
other  parts  of  the  district  may  be  covered  by  this  serviced 

In  concluding  this  report  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Council  and 
members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  for  the  very  great  deal  of 
support  which  they  have  given  me  during  the  year0  I  am  also  grateful  to 
the  officers  of  the  Council  for  their  helpfulness  and  consideration,  and 
particularly  to  Mr®  Harding  and  his  staff  for  the  very  hard  work  which  they 
have  put  in  during  a  busy  year®  I  should  also  like  to  thank  Dr®  Lishman, 

who  acts  as  my  Deputy,  for  his  ready  help  and  advice®  1  am  very  grateful 

to  Dr®  Wormaid  and  his  staff  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Salisbury  for 
their  continued  co-operation,  often  at  very  short  notice®  Finally  I  should 
like  to  thank  my  clerical  assistant  Miss  Boswell,  not  on±y  for  the  conscientious 

way  she  has  carried  out  her  work  during  the  year,  but  also  for  her  valued 

assistance  with  this  report 0

Mro  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting:  to  you  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  during  1965°  I  have  taken  advantage  of  the  fact 
that  this  report  is  no  longer  printed,  to  deal  in  sane  what  .greater  detail 
■than  usual  with  items  of  particular  interest,  the  most  notable  of  these 
being  a  short  account  of  the  difficulties  which  beset  the  Council  in  regard 
to  the  pollution  of  the  C ollingb ourne  Water  Supply a 


A  noteworthy  improvement  in  environmental  health  conditions  was  made 
during  1 965,  in  that  the  Council  introduced  a  weekly  refuse  collection 
throughout  the  whole  ©f  the  district  in  October  of  that  yearo  Refuse 
Collection  problems  were  further  Increased  when  the  Council  took  over  from 
the  Army  Department  responsibility  for  the  collection  of  refuse  from  all 
Army  establishments  and  married  quarters  in  the  district <>  These  matters 
are  also  referred  to  in  some  detail  on  the  report o  As  may  be  expected, 
this  considerable  increase  in  the  work  of  'the  Department  could  only  be 
accomplished  at  the  expense  of  the  more  routine  tasks  such  as  Food  Hygiene 
work  and  inspections  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 
and  I  regret  that  it  was  not  possible  to  give  these  matters  the  attention

HOUSING  ' 

During  19 65  the  Council  erected  45  new  houses  and  bungalows  compared 
with  53  in  1964®  Members  will  find  below  the  customary  list  showing  the 
waiting  list  for  Council  houses  and  on  this  occasion  the  figures  are  shown  for 
the  years  1963?  1964  and  1965°  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  list  remains 
approximately  static  as  to  total  numbers  but  with  a  significant  reduction  in  the 
number  of  'argent  cases ®  The  list  excludes  slum,  clearance  cases  of  which  there 

are  now  very  few,  these  being  confined  in  the  main  to  a  few  War  Department  houses, 
the  tenants  of  which  the  Council  have  already  undertaken  to  re-house,  and  a  small 
number  of  houses  occupied  by  elderly  people  wh©  have  elected  to  remain 
undisturbed ® 

A  number  of  non-urgent  housing  cases  were  re-housed  during  the  year,  but 
a  number  remain  who  have  been  on  the  list  for  some  time®  These  are  mainly 
childless  couples  and  single  women  living  in  rooms ,  whose  urgency  by  the  standard 
set  by  the  Council,  must  be  regarded  as  1 '  Provision  for  these  people  has,  in 
fact,  been  made  in  Pewsey,  in  particular  by  a  scheme  to  erect  grouped  accomodation 
for  the  elderly,  bungalows  and  small  flats  in  the  centre  of  the  village ®  Most 
unfortunately,  this  very  desirable  scheme  has  been  held  up  a  wry  long  time  by 
difficulties  over  land  acquisition®  Schemes  for  the  provision  of  grouped 
accommodation  for  the  elderly  at  Ludgershall  and  Tidworth  have  proceeded  at  a  much 
quicker  pace,  and  both  schemes  are  likely  to  get  under  way  during  1966® 

A  further  table  is  given  showing  the  number  of  .improvement  grants,  both 
discretionary  and  standard,  which  were  approved  during  the  year  1965  together 
with  the  figures  for  1963  and  1964°  Prom  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
number  of  approvals  nas  declined  during  the  year  and  one  may  expect  this  trend 
to  continue®  With  over  640  houses  now  improved,  only  the  most  difficult  now 
remain  and  some  of  these,  due  to*  awkward  siting  or  ether  reasons  of  this  .kind,  it 
may  not  be  possible  to  improve  until  main  sewerage  becomes  available  in  certain 
parishes®  The  Council’s  Netheravon  and  Enford  Sewerage  scheme  has  not  made  the 
apparent  impact  in  this  direction  that  one  w© void  expact  due  mainly  to  the  large 
number  of  Army  Department  owned  he  uses  In  these  Parishes®  The  Amy  Department, 
however,  whilst  ineligible  to  receive  improvement  grants  from  the  Council  have 
instituted  their  own  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  cottages,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  Enford  and  Netheravon  Sewerage  scheme  has  assisted  them  considerably. 
It  may  well  be  that  the  Council’s  proposed  Wootton  Elvers  Sewerage  scheme  will  have 
its  effect  on  improvement  grants,  as  drainage  conditions  in  this  parish  are  very 
difficult  and  a  number  of  people  have  been  discouraged  from  installing  septic  tanks  I 
for  this  reason®  The  all  embracing  character  of  housing  work  is  shown  by  the 
number  of  applicants  that  there  are  on  the  housing  list  whose  main  reason  for 
applying  for  a  Council  house  is  to  secure  the  benefits  of  bathrooms  and  hot  water 
systems®  These  people  mainly  live  in  tenanted  houses  and  are  not  usually  farm 
workers,  since  the  farmers  have  by  and  large  made  an  excellent  job  of  modernising 
their  houses®  There  is  no  doubt  that  resolute  use  of  the  compulsory  improvement 
powers  given  to  the  Council  in  the  Housing  Act  of  1964  would  secure  a  great 


improvement  in  this  position  in  certain  parishes  where  the  numbers  of  tenanted 
properties  are  high,  but  like  so  many  other  useful  measures  this  depends  upon  the 
ability  of  the  Department  to  carry  out  the  work  and  during  2,965  there  was  certainly 
no  prospect  ©f  this  being  done.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Given  below  is  the  customary  table  showing  the  number  of  water  samples  taken 
by  the  Department,  and  the  results  during  the  year  under  review* 


It  will  be  seen  that  408  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis, 
compared  with  a  total  of  336  in  1964-  Of  this  large  number  almost  half  were 
taken  from  the  Council* a  Collingbourne  supply,  as  a  continuation  of  the 
Investigation  that  was  under  way  at  the  end  of  1964c  This  investigation  arose 
because  of  a  small  number  of  bad  samples  which  occurred  in  random  situations  on 
the  service  mains,  and  after  much  trouble  and  time,  it  was  eventually  discovered 
that  one  of  the  bore  holes  was  producing  polluted  water  intermittently  and  chat 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  greater  part  of  the  distribution  mains  were  connected 
to  the  rising  main  to  the  reservoir,  the  water  was  not  having  a  sufficient  contact 
period  with  the  chlorine  which  was  being  fed  into  it*  As  a  result  of  this,  the 
Council  accepted  a  recommendation  that  water  should  only  be  put  into  the  main® 
after  it  had  been  passed  through  the  reservoir,  and  new  automatic  chlorinating 
equipment  was  ordered  to  give  more  effective  control  over  the  supply*  Before  this 
could  be  installed  severe  pollution  was  detected  in  the  water  from  bo  th  core 
accompanied  by  a  very  vile  taste.  It  was  possible  to  deal  with  the  pollution  by 
injecting  a  Large  dose  of  chlorine  into  the  water,  but  if  anything  this  produced  an 
even  worse  taste,  and  before  very  long  the  Council  were  obliged  to  shut  down  the 
suppler  and  to  install  emergency  arrangements  to  pump  water  from  our  other  bore 
holes  at  Compton* 


Investigation  of  the  trouble  disclosed  that  it  had  arisen  from  the  discharge 
of  silage  liquor  and  drains. ge  into  the  bed  of  the  River  Bourn®  above  the  bore  holes, 
and  as  the  bore  holes  are  close  to  the  Bourne  and  in  an  area  of  very  porous  chalk, 
it  can  reasonably  be  assumed  that  this  material  found  its  way  very  quickly  into  the 
water  bearing  strata*  The  pollution  and  taste  persisted  for  several  months  after 
the  water  had  been  withdrawn  from  public  supply  and  was  not  abated  by  any  measures 
that  the  Council  could  take,  including  pumping  to  waste  and,  of  course,  the  shutting 
off  of  the  flow  of  drainage  from  the  Bourne. 


At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  supply  is  still  out  of  service,  as 
the  Bourne  rose  and  flowed  freely  during  the  winter  of  1963/66  and  it  was  not 
considered  safe  to  re -activate  the  supply  in  these  conditions* 

It  is-  quit©  clear  that  it  is  unwise,  where  the  water  bearing  strata  is  chalk, 
to  rely  on  a  short  contact  period  for  chlorination,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  in 
circumstances  such  as  these  super-chlorination  and  de-chlorination  is  essential  if 
the  safety  of  the  supply  is  to  be  maintained.  Moreover,  I  feel  obliged  to  comment 
that  it  can  never  be  really  safe  to  supply  water  direct  from  the  pumping  main 
without  passing  the  water  through,  a  reservoir*,  where  the  chlorinating  apparatus  is 
of  the  normal  simple  kind. 


As  can  be  imagined,  the  Investigation  and  remedial  measures  involved  in  this 
affair  were  very  time  consuming  and  put  back  the  Department 9 s  work  very  considerably. 

A  similar  problem  arose  at  Alton  Priors  and  Barnes  where  the  supply  to  the 
lage  is  privately  owned.  Here,  as  will  be  noted,  a  number  of  unsatisfactory 
resul  e  obtained  and  an  investigation  was  undertaken  of  the  two  wells  from 

which  the  water  originates .  Here  again  intermittent  pollution  was  detected  from 
one  well  and  it  was  shut  off  from  supply  to  the  public.  However,  it  is  clear 
that  this  is  not  an  entirely  satisfactory  solution  to  the  problem  since  the  other 
bore  hole  is  net  entirely  reliable  as  to  purity  and  in  order  to  ensure  adequate 
protection,  this  supply  should  be  chlorinated* 


With  regard  to  water  supply  generally,  protracted  negotiations  have  been 
going  on  for  the  .formation  of  a  Water  Board  which  will  eventually  take  over  the 
Council  s  responsibility  in  thxs  directions  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report, 
the  Board  is  due  to  come  into  operation  in  April,  196?o  This,  to  a  certain 
extent,  has  bedevilled  the  Council0®  deliberations  as  to  the  future  use  of  the 
Collingbourn©  supply,  since  they  do  not  wish  to  commit  the  newly  formed  Board 
by  so  drastic  a  measure  as  either  - 

(a)  abandoning  the  Collingbourn©  boreholes  or 

(b)  sinking  further  bore  holes  elsewhere  to  replace  them® 

Bearing  in  mind  the  previous  history  of  the  existing  bore  holes,  and  their 
location,  it  is  evident  that  they  should  only  be  used  as  a  standby,  until  the 
Board  is  in  a  position  to  make  its  decision

One©  again  I  must  report  that  the  level  of  supervision  of  food  premises 
was  poor  and  only  .1/9  visits  of  all  kinds  were  made  to  food  premises o  I  deplore 
th^s  inadequate  total  bjt  in  the  circumstances  of  the  year  it  weald  have  been 
impossible  tc  do  more  due  to  the  other  urgent  work  thrust  upon  the  Department 
by  the  breakdown  of  the  Collingbourne  Water  scheme  and  other  matters  which  are 
referred  to  in  this  report o  I  begin  to  wonder  when,  if  ever,  this  important 
facet  of  the  Department's  work  will  receive  the  attention  it  deserves. 

Certainly  not  while  the  staff  is  at  its  present  level.

REFUSE  AND  SALVAGE  COLLECTION

1965  •'saw  a.  considerable  improvement  in  the  refuse  collection  service. 

For  many  years  the  Council  had  provided  a  weekly  service  from  the  .kerbside  for 
t  3  major  parishes  of  LudgershalX,  Tidworth  and  Fewsey,  with  a  fortnightly 
service  mo  the  other  Parishes  in  the  district.  In  May  1965  a  35“©ubic  yard 
continuous  compression  type  vehicle  was  delivered  and  the  Council  were  then 
able  to  give  a  weekly  service  to  all  the  Parishes  in  the  district* 

For  many  years  the  Army  Department  had  had  refuse  from  Married  Quarters® 
barracks  and  other  installations  on  Salisbury  Plain,  collected  by  contract® 
the  Army  Department  providing  and  manning  a  tip  at  Per ham  Down*  The  Council 
had  used  this  tip  themselves  for  many  years,  on  two  days  of  each  week*  During 
1964  it  became  clear  that  the  life  of  this  tip  was  almost  at  an  end  and  the 
Army  Department  contemplated  the  erection  of  a  new  incinerator  on  the  site* 

At  the  same  time  complaints  about  the  contractor  service  mounted,  and  eventual® 
the  Army  Department  approached  the  Council  with  a  request  that  they  should  take 
over  responsibility  for  refuse  collection  and  disposal  from  all  Army  Department 
properties  in  their  area*  After  lengthy  negotiations . the  Council  undertook  to 
carry  out  this  service  on  a  repayment  basis  and  after  a  delay  of  several  months 
whilst  a  further  35  cubic  yard  compression  type  vehicle  was  ordered  and 
delivered  and  the  necessary  staff  recruited,  this  service  began  on  the  1st 
October,  1965 *  It  has  run  very  smoothly  indeed  and  the  Army  Department  have 
expressed  themselves  as  very  satisfied  with  the  service  and  with  the  economies 
that  have  resulted*  Married  quarters  in  Ludger shall,  Tidworth  and  Netheravon 
are  serviced  from  the  kerbside  once  weekly,  but  at  the  request  of  the  Department, 
a  twice  weekly  service  is  given  to  cookhouses,  barracks  and  the  many  workshops 
and  stores  that  lie  within  the  district* 

North  Tidworth  is  in  process  of  continuous  growth  and  the  schedules  of  tbs 
vehicle  on  the  army  service  have  been  framed  with  this  very  much  in  mind*  The 
change-over  to  a  weekly  collection  and  the  additional  load  from  the  army  sector, 
together  with  the  closure  of  the  Army  tip,  has  meant  that  a  considerable  extra 
load  has  been  placed  upon  the  Council’s  central  tip  at  Everleigh.  and  it  was 
necessary  to  take  on  a  full  time  tractor  driver  to  cope  with  the  extra  refuse-  not 
collected.  In  addition  the  weekly  collection  has  resulted  in  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  amount  of  salvage  collected  which  is  now  quite  beyond  the  capacit 
of  the  existing  building  for  storage  purposes  and  of  the  hand  baler  for  output. 
As  a  result,  approaches  were  made  to  the  Southern  Electricity  Board  who  have 
found  that  they  are  now  able  to  supply  a  single  phase  electricity  supply  to  this 
rather  remote  tip*  During  1966  it  is  planned  to  erect  a  large  army  surplus  shed 
i  oj  the  storage  of  waste  paper  and  an  electrically  powered  baler  for  the 
improvement  of  the  output  of  baled  waste  paper*

179  milk  samples  of  all  types  were  taken  during  the  year  compared  with 
220  during  1964*  Results  generally  were  not  so  satisfactory  a®  in  1964  in  that 
there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  samples  failing  the  Methylene  blue  test 
for  keeping  quality*  Three  samples  of  milk  failed  the  Phosphatase  test  for 
adequate  pasteurisation.  These  samples  were  of  heat-treated  milks  produced  in 
the  areas  of  other  local  authorities  who  were  immediately  notified  of  the  results.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

During  the  year  work,  on  the  Nether avon  Section  of  the  Nether avom/Enford 
sewerage  scheme  was  completed  and  house  connections  were  proceeding, albeit 
rather  slowly.  It  may  well  be  nece-  aery  for  the  Council  to  use  their  statutory 
powers  to  compel  certain  owners  to  connect  in  this  area. 

Work  was  proceeding  on  the  Enford  section  of  this  scheme  and,  in  addition, 
preparatory  work  was  started  on  the  scheme  to  serve  the  two  parishes  of 
Collingbcurne  and  a  further  scheme  for  the  sxna.ll  parish  of  Wootton  Rivers,  where 
drainage  difficulties  are  acute,  was  in  preparation.

During  1965  there  were  101  licensed  caravans  in  the  district;  91  on 
sites  with  2  or  more  caravans,  and  the  remainder  on  individual  sites.  Of  the 
91  referred  to  above  75  are  distributed  among  3  large  sites. 

In  addition  one  of  the  sites  on  the  A. 345  road  has  been  licensed  to  provide 
touring  pitches  for  5  caravans,  as  the  Council  wished  to  provide  facilities  for 
overnight  halts  in  the  district.

It  will  be  noted  from  the  Table  of  Inspections  and  visits  at  the 
beginning  of  this  report.,  that  only  15  visits  were  made  in  connection  with 
this  important  aspect  of  the  Department’s  work  and  I  have  referred  to  this 
in  the  preamble  to  this  report. 

Those  inspections  that  were  carried  out,  however,  did  reveal  that  if 
this  job  is  to  be  done  properly,  it  will  be  a  very  time  consuming  affair  and 
with  approximately  150  premises  to  be  inspected,  it  is  quite  clear  that  it 
will  be  some  time  before  even  the  initial  inspections  are  completed.

The  control  of  infectious  diseases  involved  your  Officers  in  185  visits 
during  the  year.  This  is  shout  100  less  than  in  1964,  a  very  welcome  reduction. 
Those  visits  that  were  made  were  mainly  in  connection  with  what  now  seems  to  be 
the  inevitable  annual  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery.
